A SPLENDID RALLY. 


The 
Democrats Greet the 
Famous Orator Grady. 


á UKEAT ENTHUSIASTIC CROWD. 


He Delivers au Eloquent Address at 
the Pavilion—A F orerunner 
o f Victory. 


Long before the hour appointed for the 
grand Democratic parade in honor of T. 
F. Grady last night, the thoroughfares 
along which the procession was to pass 
were lined with an anxious and ex­ 
pectant throng. Owing to the num ber of 
applicants for a place in the line, some 
little delay was experienced in starting, 
but was compensated for by the adm ir­ 
able m anner inwhich everything went off. 
Those who looked down' Spring street 
about fifteen m inutes to 8, saw in the 
distance a m ass of waving lights, aud 
ever and anon a rocket would speed its 
way heavenward and burst into a shower 
of golden rain m ade still more effective 
by 
the 
clouded 
sky 
above. 
On prancing 
steeds 
the 
advance 
guard of the pageant came into view 
consisting of the m arshals, who wore 
sashes and rosettes as insignias of office, 
and good-naturedly cleared back the 
crowd, who pressed forward into the 
roadway to see w hat was coming. 
Then 
followed M eine's band, with J. Harry 
Gonlan looking very dashing as tambour- 
major, and directly after the musicians 
m arched the stalw arts of the Iroqnois 
Club, wearing hatbands indicative of 
their organization. 
A piper in Highland 
costume came next and then the French- 
Ymerican Club, which preceded the 
Tammany Hall. This organization made 
a very effective showing and were deter­ 
mined to make the parade a success. 
Its members carried a num ber of illum i­ 
nated 
mottoes, among 
which 
were 
noted, “ Tammany H all greets Brother 
G rady,” “ The Chinese m ust go and so 
must Sackville-W est,’’..“ Grover, Grover, 
you’ve got a walk-over,” “ Four, four, 
four years m ore,” and these met with 
commendatory plaudits as the on-lookers 
read them as they passed by. 
Doh’s 
band playing a stirring tune next fol­ 
lowed. showing the way for the S. M. 
W hite Club, 
the 
German-American 
Club and the Fourth W ard Club. This 
latter body was preceded by G. Haight 
and E . Knglandle, of the M anhattan 
Club, who were attired as Zouaves, and 
played a lively tattoo on kettle-drums as 
they marched along. The Plata Fina 
Club, of E ast Loq Angeles, was next in 
line, its m em bers attired in their striking 
uniforms, and the evolutions they per­ 
formed 
as 
thev 
marched 
along 
showed how well they were trained, 
and won for them hearty applause. 
The were followed by the Cleveland and 
Thurm an Club and the Spanish-Ameri­ 
can Club, after which came the popular 
Reliance Club under command of its 
President, W . L. Price. 
It was eighty- 
six strong and the handsome uniforms 
of its members were much adm ired. The 
rear was brought up by the Garibaldi 
Guards, the Firth W ard Club, the Santa 
Fe Club and th e W orkingmen’s Demo­ 
cratic Club, the review taking twenty 
minutes to pass any given point in spite 
of the fact th a t the pace was a pretty 
lively oue. 
THE SCENE AT THE PAVILION 
Beggars anything in th at building’s h is­ 
tory. Long before the procession arrived 
every seat was crowded and the addi­ 
tional host was compelled to find stand­ 
ing accommodation where best it might, 
the result being th at every available foot 
of vantage-ground was covered. The 
6tage was handsomely decorated and was 
occupied by the officers of the evening 
and a num ber of the members of the 
Democratic County Central Committee. 
After the orchestra had played an open­ 
ing tune those who were watching the 
platform 
saw 
a 
sturdy-looking in­ 
dividual attired in the conventional 
black appear from the wings, and a thun­ 
der of applause went up as he was re­ 
cognized as Mr. G rady, the orator of the 
evening. W hen the clamor had subsid­ 
ed, Mr. Eugene Germain, Chairm an of 
the County Central Committee, advanced 
and introduced M ajor Geo. S. Patton, as 
president of th e evening. Messrs. T. J. 
Cuddy and A. C. Clarke were called up­ 
on to act as secretaries, and the latter 
nam ed gentlem an read the following list 
of officers:

G reat am usem ent was created by the 
appearance of Mr. T. Springer, on the 
platform. 
H e carried a long pole sur­ 
mounted by a red bandana on the top of 
which sat a live rooster which, excited 
by the glare of the footlights, stood up 
and flapped his wings. 
Major Patton, in a few pleasant words, 
announced th a t Miss 
Jennie Metzler 
would sing “ The Red B andana,” where­ 
upon th at young lady advanced to the 
footlights and rendered the political re­ 
frain in excellent style. She looked very 
charm ing fn a black crepe costume and 
at the conclusion of her song m et with 
such an enthusaistic reception th a t she 
was compelled to give an encore and 
sang a political version of “ I've got a Lit­ 
tle List.” 
The President of the evening then 
made a short address. 
H e congratu' 
lated the Democracy on the excellent 
showing it m ade and said that, although 
the campaign ia far advanced, the ranks 
were yet as bold and unbroken as on the 
first day of the fight. 
After a slight 
reference to the Republicans’dying effort 
with the Murchison letter, he introduced 
as the orator of the evening “ the De­ 
mosthenes of American Democracy, the 
Hon. Thomas F . G rady.” 


MR. ORADY TO THE FRONT. 
W hen Mr. Grady left his chair and 
advanced to the speaker’s table a scene 
followed without parallel at political 
meetings in this city. 
The cheering 
' m ust have teen heard blocks away and 


deadened the rattling of the drums which 
were beaten am idst the# generalfenthusi- 
asm. 
jit was fully two minutes before 
the din ceased and then in a voice, ren­ 
dered 
slightly 
husky 
by 
his 
experiences 
of the past six weeks, 
Mr. Grady commenced 
his 
address. 
I t was listened to with rapt attention 
from first to last. After alluding to the 
glorious reception he had received and 
his pleasant experiences in California he 
said th at he came 8,000 miles to tell 
them that in spite of all cavil and con­ 
tradiction New York is 
straight for 
Cleveland and Thurman. 
It had just 
dawned upon a good many of the Re­ 
publican papers th at in 1884 he was op­ 
posed to the election of Grover Cleve­ 
land and 
he 
said 
that 
he was 
sent 
out here 
as a penance. 
He 
went 
through 
purgatory 
in 
his 
trip from Mojave to the Needles and 
caught his first glimpse of Paradise in 
California, 
“ where,” continued 
the 
speaker, “ I have been in company with 
the saints ever since.” Mr. Grady said 
that he objected to the Republican press 
stating th a t he was getting $100 a night 
for speal$tptdn the Democratic cause, in­ 
asmuch as when he returned home he 
would 
be mobbed by his creditors. 
Speaking of the reasons why he opposed 
Cleveland in 1884, he rem arked that he 
did so because he thought Butler would 
be a better President for the laboring 
man, but he changed his opinion during 
the last four years, and so have 500,000 
more who voted as he did at the last 
election, but who will vote for Cleveland 
on Tuesday next. 
Mr. Grady said that 
his attention was first attracted to the 
able adm inistration of the President by 
his proclamation to the cattle kings, 
which resulted in the laud which had 
illegally fenced in, being thrown open to 
the people. 
Then came 
the 
noble 
stroke of statesmanship—the proposition 
to establish a bureau of arbitration to 
settle the differences between Canada 
and the United States. 
The case of Gil- 
fred Miller gave another evidence of 
CLEVELAND S STERLING QUALITIES. 
Miller had settled on a quarter-section in 
W ashington Territory and the Northern 
Pacific tried to oust him from it, claiming 
it as deficiency land. Miller sent in 
an appeal 
to 
the 
President, who 
in his instructions to the Secretary of 
the Interior regarding the case said 
“ See to it that your action is such that 
no hardship or loss shall come to the 
settler.” “ The result was,” said Mr. 
Grady, “ that Miller is on his quarter 
section to-d&v, and will doubtless vote 
for Grover Cleveland. 
Then there is 
that noble stroke of work by which the 
Chinese are excluded from America, and 
by the force of which law labor receives 
that relief which makes each one who 
toils 
stronger 
in 
the 
promise 
of 
prosperity 
than 
ever 
since 
the 
day 
when 
the 
first 
Coolie 
came to this country. 
But the public 
land policy of the President was what 
impressed Mr. Grady very much. Land 
which the Republicans said coaid not be 
returned to the people was thrown open 
for settlem ent, over 80,000,000 acres hav­ 
ing been 
already 
confiscated 
from 
monopolies, while 40,000,000 acres more 
are in litigation. The message, how­ 
ever, which the President gave to the 
world 
last 
December 
was 
w hat 
brought Mr. Grady into the Cleveland 
church, and then turning to the present 
tariff he said that when it was imposed 
the Republicans apologized for it, saying 
that owing to the heavy expenses of the 
time consequent on the war, they had to 
do it. 
Mr. Grady then pointed out th at 
four years ago the Republican party 
announced itself in favor of reform, 
and in support of this proposition and 
read from the Republican platform of 
1884 in which the tariff is specifically re­ 
ferred to as a tax. 
“ The leaders of the 
. 
ty at that time were not quite as clear­ 
headed as our friend W illiams who calls 
this a license. Now the Mills bill with 
which we propose to carry out the sug­ 
gestion embodied in this platform takes 
the tax off of wool, placing it on the free 
list. 
It seems to me 1 heard about free 
wool a long tim e ago from one of the 
men th at the Republican party elevated 
to 
the 
Presidency, General G rant. 
It was fourteen years ago that he recom­ 
mended that this s&ple be freed from 
tax, when this alleged infant industry 
was a great deal younger than it is now. 
As to salt, W hy Levi P. Morton himself, 
then in the lower House, voted for the 
freedom of this article, and Eugene H ale 
of M aine, Mr. Blaine’s right hand m an, 
favored it th at a great monopoly m ight 
be destroyed. The speaker next took up 
the question of lum ber and showed how, 
according to Mr. Blaine's own statem ent, 
it 
had 
been 
left 
free 
through 
ail the time when the ' Government 
haJ been searching for every conceivable 
thing which could bear a tax, and th at 
the only reason the tariff was ever levied 
was that Michigan had insisted she 
should be let in on the same deal that 
the Eastern manufacturing ^States were 
enjoying. 
JUTE BAGS. 
W hen Mr. Grady came npon jute bags 
the audience showed immediately th at 
they were quite at home on that subject. 
“ Drexler dem anded a restricted m arket 
for what he had to sell,” said he, “ but 
when he becomes a buyer he goes into 
the only free trade market that exists in 
this country, the labor m arket, 
and 
hires Chinam en.” 
After touching upon the absurdity of a 
tax on tin to protect an industry which

Don’t 
be alarmed about that letter or its effect. 
I know at whom it is aimed, but the 
Irish are not to be influenced by such 
an irrational appeal to their prejudice.”

nia to stand by the friend who had 
stodd by them in their time of adversity, 
Allen G. Thurm an, at whose name there 
was au uproarious hurst of enthusiasm, 
and to give the étate a place amongst 
these which were supporting the right 
ia the great contest.

SIGNS OF FRAUD ALREADY. 


S t a r t li n g R u m o rs of a “ Com bine” 
o f E le ctio n Inspectors. 
While the versatile Colonel Quay in­ 
sists th at if any fraudulent voting is 
done hereabouts, the wicked Democrats 
alone will do it, his expert Philadelphia 
lieutenants rem ain in this city and move 
mysteriously. 
The District Attorney’s 
office and Inspector Byrnes’ detectives 
are busy with complaints of illegal regis­ 
tration, and November 6 bids fair to be 
memorable for its harvest of arrests. 
Complaints have been prepared by 
Democrats against eleven colored men 
who have registered in the Third Assem­ 
bly District. 
Local Democratic leaders in the Sev­ 
enth Assembly District estimate that up­ 


ward of a thousand imported Negroes 
are now colonized there. 
Bleecker street 
is full of them ; so is the neighborhood 
of Ninteenth street and .Sixth and Sev­ 
enth avenues. 
The subject of colonization will be pre­ 
sented to the committee at Tammany 
Hall at its meeting to-night, and it is ex 
pected that effective measures will be 
devised to locate, identify and root out 
the frauds. 
The first man caught registering illeg­ 
ally this year was brought before Jndge 
Cowing yesterday. 
He was (ieorge Gor­ 
don, who registered from No. 148 Mad­ 
ison street, two weeks ago. 
He pleaded 
guilty, saying he was druuk when he 
committed the crime, and was sentenced 
to two and a half years in Sing Sing 
prison. 
“ You are the first man arraigned for 
violating the Election laws,” said Judge 
Cowing. 
“ Ia m informed by the officers that 
you are registered to vote in half a dozen 
places. 
A m an who will deprive another 
of his vote through false registration 
ought to be deprived of his citizenship.” 
Gordon was arrested 
hy 
Detective 
Cornelius Leary, of the Madison-street 
station, and if the National Republican 
Committee carry out their promises he 
will receive $2,000 reward. 
A few weeks 
ago Chairman Quay, of the National 
Republican Committee, made public an 
offer of $25,000 reward for election 
frauds in this city and Brooklyn, divided 
as follows: 
$2,000 for the first convic­ 
tion, $1.000 for the second, $500 for the 
third and $250 for each succeeding con­ 
viction until the money was exhausted. 
The policeman has applied for the re­ 
ward, but the m atter has been referred 
to a committee. 
It was reported last night that a m a­ 
jority of the Inspectors of Election of the 
Third Assembly District might be ar­ 
rested. The report was to the effect that 
the Republican and County Democracy 
Inspectors of Election of that district 
had formed a “ com bine,” and that No­ 
vember 6th a daring attem pt would be 
made to cheat the will of the people by 
“ swelling” the vote of Harrison and 
H ew itt; that a deal had been agreed 
upon, and that the single Tammany Hall 
Inspector in each election district would 
find himself opposed by three Inspectors. 
The evidence as to the “ deal” will be 
placed before the courts and warrants 
asked for.

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majority of the Senate, with party

and dignity of the Republic in their 
view, rejected the treaty, not be­ 
cause it was not for the benefit of 
American fisherman, but because it 
would have given credit to a Democratic 
Administration. When these conspira- 
tora—for that is what they were—rejected 
the treaty, Mr. Cleveland met ttiéir cTem- 
agogism, about his playing into the hands 
of the British, by a measure, that passed 
the House in a jiffy, placing positive and 
practical retaliatory powers in his hands. 
But the 
bill 
was 
pigeon-holed 
the Senate by those very Senators 
who were so anxious to twist the lion’s 
tail. When they had the opportunity to 
take the lion by the throat, or at least to 
authorize Cleveland to do so, their cour­ 
age, like that of Bob Acres, oozed out at 
their fingers’ ends. They gave it to us in 
the Cambyses’ vein until they were 
placed face to face with real danger, 
then, like the ancient Pistol, they took 
the leek that Cleveland made them eat. 
This same un-American majority in 
the Senate met with a similar alternative 
in return for their shyster ward-politics 
conduct with reference to the Chinese 
treaty. They ewallowed another Cleve­ 
land leek in that affair. 
Battled all round, the Republicans 
concocted the infamous Murchison letter 
to carry cut their pet scheme to make it 
appear that Cleveland was trembling in 
his boots for fear of the British, and had 
only played a game of bluff in his mes­ 
sages. Of course, if they could make the 
people believe 
this, they 
would 
fortify their falsehoods against the 
Democratic party on the tariff issue. 
But their Murchison perfidy has met 
with the same fate as their course upoi 
the Fisheries treaty. It has come like 
chickens, home to roost. Mr. Cleveland 
has met the Sackville impertinence in a 
way to make every true American feel 
proud of his Government. He haB sent 
the British Minister home in disgrace, 
and vindicated the honor of the nation 
insulted by his impudent interference in 
American politics. 
The very Republicans who are to-day 
blinded by partisan passion, will awake 
to appreciation of the patriotic and 
exalted act of the Administration when 
they have come out of the delirium of 
party fanaticism which now renders 
them unreasoning beings. 


Partisanship Verana Pntrlatlam. 
The manner in which the organs of 
the Republican party are treating the 
Sackville episode shows that the dignity 
of the Government and the self-respect 
of our Nation in its attitude toward an­ 
other power are of much less moment to 
them than to secure for the time being, 
as they suppose, a small party advantage. 
They had predetermined to find acri­ 
monious and factious fault with the 
Administration, no matter what course it 
might pursue, with reference to the Brit­ 
ish Minister’s impertinent interference 
in oar political affairs. The President 
and his Cabinet found that the offense 
was a gross breach of diplomatic etiquette 
and advised the British Government 
that the Minister’s recall would best 
subserve the continuance of amicable re­ 
lations between the two countries. The 
English Premier, taking his own time to 
act upon the hint, our Government very 
properly sent Sackville his walking 
papers. The Republican press and the 
leaders of the party are naturally no more 
satisfied with this course than they would 
have been with any other course the Presi­ 
dent might have pursued. The New York 
Tribune says the dismissal of Sackville 
was harsh and unjustified by the petti­ 
ness of the offense, and treats his im­ 
pertinence as a peccadillo that only 
merited a prompt “ rebuke.” 
Well, 
Lord Sackville has got bis prompt 
rebuke, so that after all the Tribune’s dis- 
gruntlement only expresses a difference 
in the degree of the punishment merited 
by the offense. Now, had the ad­ 
ministration only administered a mild 
rebuke, we would have had the Tribune 
thundering against Cleveland’s Adminis­ 
tration, charging it with cowardly 
fear of Great Britain and the dragging of 
American dignity in the dirt at the be­ 
hest of Lord Salisbury. Of course every­ 
body knows this would have been the 
tune of the Tribune and of the whole 
press and declamatory pack of the party 
that is run on the principle of anything- 
to-beat-CJeveland. 
Let us for a moment review the mean­ 
ness and false-pretence of the Republi­ 
can leaders on this and subjects leading 
up to it from the beginning. In the first 
place the Administration secured a con­ 
vention with Great Britain to formulate 
a treaty to settle the fisheries question 
on a fair basis. The Commissioners met 
in Washington, and after a long 
and earnest session a treaty was 
agreed upon which the administra­ 
tion approved. At once the Republican 
majority in the .Senate set up a howl of 
denunciation; declared that the treaty 
waa one-sided in the interest of Canada, 
and prejudicial to the fishermen of New 
England. Nor did it hesitate to raise 
the demogogic cry that the Government 
was truckling to Great Britain. These 
men placed party advantage above 
patriotism when 
they rejected a 
treaty which made concessions to us 
such as we had never had before 
without paying a round sum for 
them, or without granting a one-sided re­ 
ciprocity to Canada. 
The Republican 
party, through Hayes, in 1878, paid a 
fine off $5,500,000 to Great Britain for 
temporary privileges not as great as this 
trestv secured to the fisherman for all 
time. Those nrivilegea were to take 
and cure fish inside the prohibit­ 
ed limit for twelve years, a privi­ 
lege of no value whatever. The whole 
value of the inshore catch during that 
time did not actually exceed $500,000. 
In addition to this the Canadians had a 
remission of duties amounting $4,200,000 


W e h a v e now the humiliating spec­ 
tacle in this country of the entire Re­ 
publican press siding with a British Am­ 
bassador who has been ordered to leave 
the United States by the American (iov- 
ernment on account cf a gross breach 
of international 
etiquette, and de­ 
nouncing the 
Administration 
for 
vindicating 
the 
honor 
and 
the 
dignity of the Nation. If such a course 
of Use majesté can conciliate votes to the 
Republican party, we are much mistaken 
in the temper and patriotism of the 
American. 
A v e ry prominent Republican and 
politician said yesterday:

ashamed of my party trying to make 
campaign capital out of this miserable 
West letter humbug. We made an issue. 
Mr. Blaine made it in his Florentine let­ 
ter, we ought to beat the Democrats o r 
that or be beaten. There is no other ex 
planation of taking up thib fraudulent let­ 
ter of a perfidious knave, excepting that 
we were beaten on the direct issue. We 
ought to be beaten now.” 


The success of the Harrison and Mor­ 
ton ticket in California will be nsed by 
thd Republicans in Congress, if they 
have the power, as an agent to repeal the 
Exclusion act, the only measure that has 
excluded.

MUCH ADO ABOUT NOTHING.

Readers of the H e r a ld may be tired 
of hearing of the Murchison letter and 
of Minister West’s reply. 
But the Re­

England, so kind in not enforcing the 
retaliatory act passed by Congress, so 
sound on the free trade question, and so 
hostile to the dynamite school of Ire­ 
land, that by the hundreds, yes, by the 
thousands, they have become natural­ 
ized for the express purpose of helping to

above all of American politicana they 
consider their own and their country’s 
best friend. 1 am one of these unfortun­ 
ates. With a right to vote for President 
in November, I am unable to understand 
for whom 1 shall cast my ballot, when 
but one month ago I was sure Mr. Cleve­ 
land was the man. If Mr. Cleveland is 
pursuing a new policy toward Canada, 
temporarily only, and for the sake of ob­ 
taining popularity and a continuation of 
his office tour years more, but intends to 
cease his policy when his re-election is 
secured in November, and again favor 
England’s interests, then I should have 
no further doubts, but go forward and 
vote fur him.

the questions with Canada which might 
have been unfortunately reopened since 
the rejection of the treaty by the Repub­ 
lican majority in the Senate, and the 
President’s message to which you allude. 
All allowance must therefore be made 
for the political situation, as regards the 
Presidential election, thus created. It is, 
however, plainty impossible to predict 
the course which President Cleveland 
may pursue in the matter of retaliation 
should he be elected, but there is every 
reason to believe that, while upholding 
the position he has taken, he will mani­ 
fest a spirit of conciliation in dealing 
with the question involved in his mes­ 
sage.

There is not room at this time to print 
the referred clipping, but readers of the 
H e r a l d may look for it to-morrow. 
HISTORY OF THE “ FAKE.” 
Similar letters were written to other 
Englishmen of note, but as they were 
very non-committal they were not pub­ 
lished. Noted Prohibition leaders were 
addressed in a similar manner and some 
of their answers are being used with 
West’s as campaign documents. The 
letters after being received at E’omona 
were taken to the office of Patrick C. 
Tonner, a Republican of Irish birth, and 
by his partner, W. A. Beil, City Attor­ 
ney of Pomona and President of the 
Republican Club at that place they were 
brought to the office of W. F. Fitzgerald, 
Esq., of this city. Henry T. Gage, an­ 
other ardent Republican attorney of this 
city was called in to take advice as to 
what should be done with this batch of 
correspondence. Col. H. G. Otis coming 
into the office while the matter was 
under discussion, after joint diliberation 
it 
was 
decided 
to 
make 
the 
mafter public. The whole batch was 
priúted in a morning paper in this 
city and copies were sent to the Repub­ 
lican State and National Committees, 
through which they were sent broadcast 
over the land as an argument to catch 
votes. 
Besides the Prohibition partv leaders 
and such Englishmen as West’ Tupper 
and Chamberlain, Sefior Romero, the 
Mexican Minister, and doubtless others 
were addressed by Murchison or some of 
the other members of the Pomona Re­ 
publican bureau.

Republicans Slow to Stake Their 
Scads on the Success of 
Their Ticket.

W h e e lin g , W. Va., October 31.—Judge 
Thurman and party left here this morn­ 
ing for Newark, Ohio, where the Judge 
spoke this afternoon. After his Newark 
speech he will speak only once more in 
this campaign—at Nelsonville, Ohio. 
NOT AFRAID OF BUGAUOOK. 
Z a n e sv ille , O., October 31.—In a bri.d 
speech here Thurman said that neither 
Murchison, Sackville nor any other bug­ 
aboo could prevent the Democratic party 
from winning. 
SPEECH AT NEWARK. 
N ew ark , O., October 31.—Judge Thur­ 
man was driven to the courthouse, where 
10,000 people gave him a hearty wel­ 
come. Before the regular address began 
Miss Minnie Heile, representing thirty- 
eight handsomely bandana-uniformed 
little giris of Newark, in a neat 
speech presented a pretty floral emblem 
in the shape of a big bandana. Judge 
Thurman was visibly affected by the 
presentation and made a short response. 
He then addressed the large audience. 
He began by reviewing and eulogizing 
the acts of the present administration, 
which had rebuked the dire predictions 
of the Republicans in 1884. He then 
spoke in terms of highest praise of Presi­ 
dent Cleveland personally. 
“ Finding the progress the President 
was making in the affections of the 
American 
people,” 
continued the 
speaker, “his political opponents sought 
to get him in trap after trap and destroy 
his popularity. Firet they attacked him 
upon the fisheries matter. The President 
made a treaty with England that secured 
to Americans rights they never had before 
but the Senate refused to ratify it. One 
of the great crises of its rejection wus 
that certain miBChief-making men whis­ 
pered into the ears of those Senators to 
reject the treaty and get up a row with 
Great Britain, and all tbe Irishmen in 
the United States would vote the Repub­ 
lican ticket. [Great laughter.] I think 
that accounts for the milk in the cocoa- 
nut. But when Cleveland sent in a 
message recommending retaliation if 
they would neither negotiate nor back 
down—back down was out of the ques­ 
tion, for he would not back himself— 
when he did that, then the party gun 
which was to capture all the Irishmen in 
the United States was so effectually 
spiked that they had to try to get up 
something else to accomplish their pur­ 
pose (great laughter and applause), and 
so they concluded to try it on the Chinese 
question. 
The judge then reviewed the Chinese 
Suestion from the Burlingame treaty 
own, and reviewed what he had said 
about the Chinese in his Cincinnati 
speech. Turning to the Exclusion bill, 
he said the Senators, after much wrig­ 
gling and squirming to see how they could 
get out of it, had passed it. “Finding 
they could not beat us in argument on 
the tariff question.” said he; “ finding 
that we gained strength every day in the 
discussion of that measure; finding upon 
the fishery question they had made a 
great mistake; finding on the Chinese 
question they had equally made a 
mistake, these people conceived the 
idea of catching Cleveland in a trap by 
first catching the British Minister in a 
trap. You cannot read the Murchison 
letter without seeing at once that the 
man who wrote it instead of being dis­ 
posed to vote for Cleveland, was a 
tricky, villainoas, designing Republican 
of the meanest sort (great applause), but 
yet the British Minister fell into the 
trap.” (More applauBe and a voice: 
“ How much did he get for it?” ) 
Judge Thurman—Well, that is a ques­ 
tion that is troubling me ever since it 
was published, and to save my life I can­ 
not make up my mind whether the 
British Minister was more rascal or more 
fool. [Great cheering.] At all events 
he acted the fool, for he' answered the 
letter, and then that letter and his 
answer were kept secret until a day or 
two before a large Irish meeting was 
held in New York addressed by Mr. 
Blaine, for Jimmy was after Pat again. 
Blaine held up his hands in holy horror 
just to think that the British Minister 
was interfering in American politics, and 
on the side of the Democratic party and 
especially in favor of Grover Cleveland. 
Now that was not a fair interpre­ 
tation of the British Minister’s letter, 
but there was enough in it to enable 
Blaine to mislead his audience and make 
the Irishmen there, as he supposed, be­ 
lieve that the British Government was 
trying to elect Cleveland. When Grover 
Cleveland saw this trick that was played, 
when he saw what was being done to de­ 
stroy the power of the Democratic party 
and to prevent a fair election in 
the United States, he acted just 
like the brave, courageous, decisive man 
that Qhe is, he sent the papers to the 
British Government, and os they did not 
recall their Minister, “my Lord Sack­ 
ville,” Grover Cleveland sent him his 
walking papers and said, “ We do not 
want any more of you here.” [Laughter 
and applause.] And now, unfortunately, 
Blaine, in his pretended indigna­ 
tion and trying to catch votes, has 
declared that the President should have 
sent him out of the country as soon as 
the letter came to light. Others declar­ 
ed the same thing. Well, the President 
has sent him out, or told him to go, and 
go he will, and he won’t stay here long, 
either, (great cheering); and now I see 
there is a great howl in the Republican 
papers in New York about the President 
being so uncivil 
to the British 
Government. A week or ten days ago 
the same Grover Cleveland was declared 
to be bendiDg his knee to the British 
Government, and that they were trying 
to aid him in his election; bat now that 
he has sent the Minister out of the coun­ 
try, or in effect ordered him out of the 
country, all at once the same newspapers 
are crying out, “Oh what an indiscreet, 
what an impolite man this Grover Cleve­ 
land is, and how shamefully he has 
treated the British Nation!” 
Soon after the cloee of his speech, the 
Judge and party started for Columbus.

Tlie Secretary- Put* ta Shame the 
Efforta of P olitical Liar*. 
B a ltim o re , October 31.—Three thou­ 
sand Democrats to-night attended a 
meeting at- Ontario Hall under the aus­ 
pices of the Jefferson Democratic Asso­ 
ciation. 
Secretary Bayard was the 
principal rpeaker, and when he was in­ 
troduced to the audience he was accord­ 
ed an ovation seldom given a public man 
in Baltimore. In his speech tie reviewed 
the issues of tbe campaign and spoke in 
termB of 'the highest eulogy of 
President Cleveland, Judge Thurman, 
and the acts of the present administra­ 
tion. “ Believe me,” said he in this 
portion of his remarks, “the task of the 
Administration for the last three years 
has been no holiday pastime. It lias 
been a hard and flinty hill up which 
Cleveland has toiled, but thank God the 
light of the coming sun welcomes him 
now. Look everywhere and you find the 
Americans like brothers, arrayed in the 
services of this union under a Democratic 
administration. [Applause.] Look in 
his Cabinet and you find there men at­ 
tached by the same spirit of devotion 
to public duty that marks their chief. 
[Applause.] Look at your Judiciary. 
Was it not time that the great and last 
resort of the American people, with its 
mighty and exceptional jurisdiction, 
should find within it a man who loved 
and was beloved by the Southern peo­ 
ple (applause); not only respected and 
honored by the Sonthern people, but 
honored, respected and trusted where- 
ever the name of llamar was heard.

Against this I 
call upon the honest sentiment of every 
American citizen to resent the insult thus 
offered to our country by those persons. 
If, as the saying goes, the receiver is as 
bad as the thief, what have you to say of 
men who in public speeches will gloat and 
cheer and clap their hands over the proof 
of infamy committed for the sake of 
political supremacy ? Whatever may be 
our differences as to our personal ad­ 
miration, whatever may be the question 
of our (divergence upon non-essentials, 
let us at least resolve that ours shall be 
a government of honest, self-respecting 
men. Let us establish such a tone, such 
a standard of morals all over the land, 
that when a man goes abroad into other 
countries or stays at home he may say 
with iust pride and gratitude, “ Thank 
God, I am an American citizen.” [Great 
applause.] 
ANOTHER SENSATION. 
Indiana Republican* tfqulrnilng 
Under a New Exposure. 
In d ia n a p o lis, October 31.—-The publi­ 
cation by the Sentinel (Democratic) this 
morning of what purports to be the fac­ 
simile of a type-written letter sent out by 
W. W. Dudley, Treasurer of the National 
Republican Committee, giving instruc­ 
tions regarding the election in Indiana, 
is a political sensation here. Copies of 
the alleged letter were furnished corre­ 
spondents of Democratic newspapers 
la9t night. There is a great va­ 
riety of opinion as to its genuineness. 
Early in the day Colonel Dudley wired 
the editor of the Indianapolis News, de­ 
claring the letter a forgery and threaten­ 
ing to prosecute any paper publishing 
the same. Editor Morse, of the Sentinel, 
avows his conviction of the genuiness of 
the authorship and signature of the let­ 
ter.

That he (Huston) has not 
been advising or corresponding with 
Dudley and knew nothing of any inten­ 
tions on the latter’s part to address 
any letter to anybody in Indiana ;thatin so 
far as the letter suggested the employ­ 
ment of improper or illegal methods in 
connection with the coining election, he 
utterly repudiated it on behalf of him­ 
self and the State Central Committee. 
The suggestion is entirely contrary to the 
plans and purposes of his Committee. 
The letter bids fair to become a sensa­ 
tion of the Indiana campaign. 
The 
printed letter-heads of the National 
Republican Committee, such as found at 
the headquarters of the State Committee, 
do not correspond in shape or style with 
the fac simile letter-head printed in the 
Sentinel.

A DEMOCRATIC TIDAL WATE.

One is the man-of-war Vandalia, 
which is the fastest of the number. 
She 
is in port and can start north in a week 
if so ordered. The Thetis is expected 
daily at Puget Sound. She can go north 
again three days after her arrival. Last, 
the Bear, now in Oakland creek, can be 
fitted out in ten days or two weeks. The 
chances are that all will be immediately 
sent away. The Thetis and Bear are 
splendid ice boats, while the Vandalia 
could do effective service as well. 


RETURNED FROM THE OKAOTHK. 
The whaling bark Cape Horn Pigeon, 
arrived in port this morning, thirty-six 
days from the Okhotsk sea.- The Cape 
Horn Pigeon lost a man on the trip. On 
the second day out a Russian, nam e not 
riven, went crazy and climbed up the 
Fore upper topsail yard.

A CLONE CALL. 


P a r ticu la r* o f th e W reck of th e 
C zar’* T ra in . 


S t . P e t e r s b u r g , October 31.—The offi­ 
cial statem ent regarding the accident to 
the Czar’s train Monday is as follows: 
The train containing 
the Czar and 
Czarina and suite left Taranorka at noon 
Monday. 
While passing through a deep 
gorge near Borki the train left the rails. 
At the time of the accident the Czar and 
Czarina were in the saloon carriage at 
breakfast. 
When the first carriage left 
the track the rest of the train oscillated 
and the succeeding carriage keeled over. 
The saloon carriage, although remaining 
on the track, was badly shattered. The 
roof fell in, but rested on a portion of the 
side, thus forming a shield for the occu­ 
pants. 
It seems incredible, with such havoc, 
that any occupants of the train should 
have escaped. But God protected the 
Czar and his family, who were taken 
from the debris uninjured. 
Some of the 
other occupants of the train received 
slight contusions. 
The only person se­ 
verely injured was General Schereme- 
heff, Aide de-Camp of the Czar. 
The Grashdanin states the train was 
drawn by two engines, and consisted of 
several carriages besides the saloon car­ 
riage, the latter of massive construction. 
The train was running at sixty-five versts 
an hour. 
W hen the first engine left the track it 
plowed up the roadbed and em bedded it­ 
self in the earth. The second engine 
ran on top of the first and was wrecked. 
The first and second carriages were also 
wrecked. They were occupied by court 
servants and rail wav officials, among 
whom were Baron St. Join val, Chief In­ 
spector of Railroads, who was badly in­ 
jured. 
Generals Vannoxski and Tchere- 
vin, who were in the saloon carriage with 
the Imperial family, received contusions. 
The Czar and Czarina remained at the 
scene some time giving attention to the 
injured. Towards eveniDg they returned 
to Zosowoje, the last station they left. 
Religious services have been held 
throughout the Em pire, giving thanks 
for the escape of the Imperial family. 
The Grashdanin contradicts the official 
report of the accident in regard to the 
casualties. It affirms that twenty per­ 
sons were killed, including Capt. Bresch. 
staff courier, and three couriers and 
eight soldiers of the railway battalion. It 
also says eighteen others were injured 
The Imperial family passed over the 
Charkoff and Nicolaieff railway 
last 
evening on their way to Gatschina. 
All 
were well. 
The official report says the m ishap 
was beyond question due to designs upon 
the Em peror’s life.

THE PARNELL 
INVESTIGATION 


Captain O’Shea the First Witness 
Examined—A Seene in 
Court. 


|AsM>ciated Press Dispatches to t h e H e r a l d 


L o n d o n , October 3 1 . — The Parnell 
commission resumed its investigation to­ 
day. 
Attorney-General Webster, for the 
Time», asked leave to interpose Captain 
O’Shea as a witness, as he wanted to go 
immediately to Spain. 
Witness testified he had been on good 
terms with Parnell until June, 1888. 
At 
Parnell’s request, in June, 1881, he com­ 
m unicated with Gladstone. 
W itness 
did not know Patrick Eagan. Parnell 
told 
him 
Eagan 
did 
not 
know 
about negotiations with the Govern­ 
m ent until after Gladstone’s speech 
in the Commons, May Id, 1882. Parnell 
then spoke to him of the awkward posi­ 
tion he was placed in by Gladstone’s 
speech, and told how the speech annoyed 
Eagan and others. 
Negotiations then 
eeaeed until 1882, when Parnell and 
Dillon were in jail. Eagan was then in 
Paris. The first proposal witness made 
to the Government in 1882 was offered 
without 
the 
authority 
of 
Parnell. 
He 
received 
communications 
from 
certain 
members 
of 
the 
Govern­ 
ment 
replying 
to 
the 
proposals. 
W hen 
Parnell 
was 
released 
from 
Kilmainham, witness told him of the 
position of the negotiations. 
H e had 
written Gladstone and it was arranged 
that any answer he m ight make should 
be sent to Parnell at Paris. 
Gladstone’s 
reply was sent to Parnell, who responded 
in April, 1882. 
Parnell, on returning 
from Paris, saw Gladstone. 
Parnell was 
anxious for the release from prison 
of 
Michael 
D avitt, 
but 
he 
ob­ 
jected to 
Brennan’s 
release. 
Par­ 
nell 
authorized 
witness 
to 
com­ 
municate with the Government. Parnell 
undertook to do his utmost for the sup­ 
pression of boycotting and outrages. 
He 
promised if the Government would set­ 
tle the arrears rent question satisfactorily 
he would advise the tenants to pay their 
rents and would denounce outrages, re­ 
sistance to law and all kinds of intim ida­ 
tion. Witness asked Parnell if he was 
able to carry oat his guarantee to sup­ 
press outrages. 
Parnell had said Sheridan would be 
the most useful m an in the work of 
patting down boycotting if he could only 
see and converse with him. 
Boynton 
and Eagan would also be useful. When 
Parnell was in Kilmainham Jail, a letter 
was written and signed by Parnell which 
the witness took to Forster, then Chief 
Secretary of Ireland. 
The letter ex­ 
pressed Parnell's opinion that if the ar­ 
rears question were settled he and his 
colleagues would be able to suppress 
outrages. The day after the Phornix 
Park murder Parnell showed witness the 
murder manifesto. It was a mistake, 
said witness, to Bay Parnell was not in 
favor of the manifesto. 
Seven letters were here shown witness, 
who declared with certainty that the 
signatures attached were those of Par­ 
nell. 
Captain O’Shea in his cross-examina­ 
tion said Buckle, editor of the Times, had 
asked Joseph Chamberlain to get him to 
E* re evidence. 
Witness denied ever 
ving threatened Parnell, though he 
had once turned him out of his rooms in 
Dublin. 
There were in existence com­ 
promising letters and documents and it 
had been said he was engaged in a con­ 
spiracy 
to 
get 
these 
letters. He 
had been anxious to give the evidence 
in order to clear him self and reíate the 
slanders circulated by Parnell and his 
colleagues. 
Mulqueny, a Nationalist, 
told him th at Parnell paid for the escape 
of Byrne. Many memoranda he made, 
were destroyed in 1883, when there was 
danger of the Select Committe of Parli- 
m ent being appointed to inquire into the 
Kilmainham treaty, and it was inti­ 
mated to him that the utmost reticence 
ought to be observed on the subject. 
Sir Charles 
Russell—Intim ated by 
whom? 
Witness—By Sir W illiam Vernon Har- 
eourt, who said it wss the opinion of an­ 
other person, nam ely Gladstone. 
This statem ent caused a sensation in 
court. O’Shea added: “ It was Glad 
stone’s wishes that I should be as reti­ 
cent as possible from motives of political 
expediency.” 
Witness said he never had any doubt 
about the signatures of the Times letter. 
He had had numerous letters from P ar­ 
nell of about the same date as the letter 
referred to, and conld not mistake his 
writing.

caslonly violent and prolonged paroxysm s of 
sueexing. 
The voice Is weak, in d istin ct and husky, or 
of a nasal character, displaying a sort of suit­ 
ing quality.
